Commissioners’ Report 


In accordance with the Public Law of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners of Sullivan County herewith present the 
Annual Report of the County Commissioners, the County Home and 
House of Correction, Treasurer, Auditors, Solicitor, Clerk of Court, 
Sheriff, Chaplain, and the Physician of the County Home for the year 
ending December 31, 1944. 


To the Citizens of Sullivan County: 
In presenting our annual report with all bills paid, we have again 
operated within our budget as authorized by the County Convention. 


Relief 
The relief in the county is about the same as it was in 1943. It 
consists mostly of medical, fuel, and cash allowances. We have re- 
ceived in the past year several cases from the various towns, who 
after receiving five consecutive years of assistance automatically be- 
come the obligation of the county. This in turn adds to our relief 
expenditures. 


County Home 


Expenses at the County Home continue to be high in keeping 
with the price structure which during the war has increased. With 
very little inmate help, we are employing a large staff of paid help to 
carry on the work at the Farm and Institution. 

In June, 1944, Mr. and Mrs. L. M. Grout tendered us their 
resignation due to illness, and their duties as superintendent and ma- 
tron were assumed by Mr. and Mrs. William H. George. 

We had the misfortune to lose our entire crop of potatoes, squash, 
and beans as the result of being hit by three hail storms in the early 
part of the season. This involved about 10 acres of crops. Through 
this loss, we were compelled to purchase our winter’s supply of the 
above vegetables to meet our needs. In the latter part of September, 
a fire in our cow barn of undetermined origin burned about 80 tons 
of our finest hay, and damaged much of our dairy equipment. Due 
to the fact that the fire occurred late in the fall, a temporary roof was 
constructed to house our cattle for the winter and other necessary 
repairs were made. 

In the midst of a hot spell last summer, our Holstein herd was 
given honorary mention for maintaining production during this period. 


Heating Plant 


Last summer our High Pressure Upright Boiler used to produce 
steam for our Laundry and Canning Room gave out which necessi- 
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tated the purchase of a new one. In discussing the purchase of the 
above boiler with the Engineer and Steamfitter, we learned that our 
original boiler was not of sufficient capacity to do the work. This new 
one is doing very good work with a saving of about 50% in the con- 
sumption of fuel. With the installation of reducing valves we are 
able to heat the Institution during the late fall and early spring with- 
out operating the large Dillon Horizontal Boiler which is normally 
used for that purpose. Following through with our policy to keep the 
buildings and equipment in good repair we have put a new roof on 
the building and replaced many tubes in the boilers. 


Low Temperature Room 


It has been customary at the County Home to slaughter our 
beef, pork and poultry as we could consume them. Under this plan 
it was necessary to feed the above animals long after they had reached 
their maximum weight. The Commissioners solicited and were author- 
ized by the County Convention to build a low temperature room 
which would store all of our meats, fruits, and vegetables until they 
were ready for consumption. As soon as we receive favorable con- 
sideration from the War Production Board at Manchester authoriz- 
ing the purchase of necessary equipment to construct this Low Tem- 
perature Room, the installation will be started at once. 


Sales 


It is not the policy of the County Commissioners to sell our 
surplus products from the County Home to retail trade. When we do 
have a surplus for sale, it will be offered to the wholesale merchants, 
as we do not wish to compete with local retailers. 


Appreciation 


We take this opportunity to express our appreciation to Mr. and 
Mrs. L. M. Grout for the fine work which they have performed at the 
Sullivan County Home during their 18 years of faithful service, main- 
taining a homelike atmosphere for all who were under their care. 

Under their management many improvements have been made, 
namely: the erection of a modern institution containing a hospital and 
jail; a fine water system; a new sewerage disposal system. Other im- 
provements were a root cellar, a greenhouse, a carpenter shop and a 
saw mill. Some of the buildings have been renovated and additions 
made to others to make them more convenient. 

To Mrs. Grout we owe a debt of gratitude for beautifying the 
grounds surrounding the buildings. A great deal of pleasure for the 
inmates has been derived from the rock garden and flower bed which 
contains a small swimming pool. 


Invitation 


Some mention has been made in the newspapers with reference 
to our Jail and House of Correction because they did not qualify under 
the rules of the Bureau of Federal Prisons. For this reason we invite 
the public, at their pleasure, to personally inspect our institution and 
we welcome their constructive criticisms. 


Cooperation 


To the Citizens of Sullivan County who have assisted us in our 
work during the past year; to all those employed by the County; 
Town Officials, State Officials, Chaplain, Physician, and to all Clubs 
and Organizations who have so kindly contributed to the welfare and 
happiness of the Inmates and Patients at our County Institution, we 
are sincerely grateful. 


Superintendent and Matron 


Since June, 1944, we have been privileged to work with Mr. and 
Mrs. William H. George, our new Superintendent and Matron, in the 
supervision and management of our County Home. In making a 
change in management it is usually hard for new people to adjust 
themselves to the routine business of an institution of this size. In 
this case we would state that our new Superintendent and Matron 
had received more than their share of unfortunate situations. How- 
ever, we wish to thank them for their fine cooperation in making the 
Home a pleasant place for those who live there.

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Superintendent’s Report 


To the Board of Commissioners, Sullivan County— 
Gentlemen: — 


We hereby make our report for the year ending December 31, 
1944. 

While we have been Superintendent and Matron of the Sullivan 
County Home for only seven months, we have been both fortunate 
and unfortunate. We were unfortunate in that the hail storm of June 
23 completely ruined seven acres of potatoes already in full bloom, 
together with several acres of barley, beans, corn and squashes. This 
loss was irreparable. At 12:50 P.M. September 16, fire of undeter- 
mined origin swept the large stock barn and totally destroyed eighty 
tons of fine alfalfa hay and the upper portion of the barn. The adjoin- 
ing buildings were saved only through the splendid efforts of pris- 
oners, employees, neighbors and the Claremont Fire Department, who 
worked day and night until all danger was past. These losses, followed 
by weeks of hard labor to remove ruined hay and tear down and haul 
away debris, were most discouraging. This was finally done and a 
new roof put on the barn in time to house the livestock before cold 
weather. 

We have been very fortunate, despite the serious help situation, 
in retaining and obtaining a group of capable and reliable people 
with whom it is a pleasure to work. . 

We have been very fortunate to have been able to get the skilled 
labor which has made it possible to construct a new roof and add an- 
other story to the Superintendent’s house which will add much to the 
appearance of the home. A new roof was also put on the boiler house, 
which was leaking badly. A new high pressure boiler has been installed 
which is much more efficient, burning only one-third the amount of 
coal. 

A new silo, 16 x 35 feet, was erected and filled to capacity, while 
several new pieces of farm equipment have been added. 

The hospital building has been newly painted, as have been the 
dormitories, office, dining room and cell blocks of the jail. 

We have been most fortunate in having the cooperation of the 
business people with whom we have had dealings, the Sheriff, and 
other county and state officials. The County Commissioners have been 
exceedingly kind and considerate and have guided and assisted us in 
every possible way. To them and to all others who have given us a 
helping hand during the past months we say, “Thank you.”

Solicitor’s Report 


Claremont, N. H. 
January 26, 1945. 
To the Board of County Commissioners, 
Sullivan County, New Hampshire 


Gentlemen: 


During the past year your Solicitor has handled about the aver- 
age number of criminal cases and other matters relating to County 
affairs. The cases cover burglary, larceny, fraudulent checks, ques- 
tionable death, reckless driving resulting in death, arson, attempted 
rape, and the minor non-support and neglect cases. 

Two of the prisoners indicted at the February Term were not 
available for trial by reason of having escaped from the County Jail. 
It is recommended that the County enter into an agreement with 
either Merrimack County or Hillsborough County for the safe-keep- 
ing of prisoners held for trial. Contrary to expressed opinion these 
prisoners usually require vigilance in their safe-keeping. 

It is noted with pleasure that there exists a very close coopera- 
tion between the Sheriff’s Department, the local police and the State 
police. The result is reflected in the speedy and efficient manner in 
which criminal offenders are apprehended and punished. Sheriff James 
F. McCusker has been extremely helpful in his first year in office. 
Officer Alfred Bouchard of the State Police, William C. Nobbs, Chief 
of the Claremont Police and Merton Sargent, Chief of the Newport 
Police have been very cooperative.
